thousands of employable students to ob- 
tain certificates of proficiency as evidence 
of their qualifications for entrance into 
office occupations. The NBEA testing pro- 
gram was inaugurated by the late Fred- 
erick G. Nichols of Harvard University. 
Volume 15 of the Students Typewriting 
Tests has been revised under the direc- 
tion of Ruth Anderson, North Texas State 
University, and will be released for use 
in the 1966-67 school year. 


It is obvious that a brief look inside 
NBEA gives only passing glances at the 
many persons who are assisting in the 
fulfillment of the purpose of NBEA— 
the promotion of business education 
through whatever means seem desirable. 
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
